Khrushchev Asks 
East-W est Pullout

MOSCOW—Soviet Premier Nikita S. Khrushchev 
called Thursday for the disengagement of armed forces 
in Central Europe and a ban on the supply of nuclear 
weapons to East and West Germany. 


“The Russian leader put forward 


these proposals as part of a five-’ 


point program to settle the Berlin 
dispute and to avert the danger 
of war. 

Khrushchev said he was ready 
to “exert efforts to achieve quick-

1. Guarantees of Allied access 
to West Berlin. 


2. Recognition of the Oder-Niesse 
line, the present border between 
Poland and East Germany. 


3. Recognition of East Germany 
and the admittance of the two 
states into the United Nations. 


Khrushchev made his offer in a 
letter replying to Emanuel Shin- 
well, leftwing member of the Brit- 
ish Labor Party, and 58 other 
Labor MPs. The letter of the par- 
liamentarians had suggested the 
substance of the proposed agree- 
ment put forward by Khrushchev. 


In his letter published by Tass, 
the Soviet press agency, Khrush- 
chev told the British parliamen- 
tarians: 

“We accept with understanding 
your suggestion about the need 
for speeding negotiations and re 
fraining from military actions 
over Berlin.” 


Khrushchev urged the parlia- 
mentarians to support his efforts 
for the “‘conclusion of a German 
peace treaty and the solution of 
the West Berlin problem on this 
basis.” 


In another letter published 
Thursday night, Khrushchev said 


he was ready to meet with West- 
ern leaders in order to find a way 
out of present difficulties. He 
added: 


“We are ready to sit down at a 
round table, naturally not for the 
sake of negotiations as such, but 
for the sake of solving the sub- 
stance of the questions.” 


“Should the Western powers 
evince a desire to conduct honest 
businesslike negotiations, the So 
viet Union will certainly take part 
in them in order to seek mutually 
acceptable solutions of pressing 
international problems.” ~* 


These remarks of Khrushchev 
were contained in a reply to a 
letter from Kaura Yasui, chair- 
man of the Japanese Council 
Against Nuclear Weapons. Yasui 
had appealed for termination of 
Soviet nuclear testing.

By a loudspeaker setup that 
carried his voice across the sev- 
eral square miles of troops, he 
told them that their “most vital 
function” was “maintaining free- 
dom all around the globe.” 

At the drop of a red flag on a 
signal tower, the 10,000 troops re- 
sponded with a shout:

Douglas said he was greatly in- 
fluenced by refusal of the lower 
courts to permit Cohen's release 
on bail. But he commented that 
he had an obligation to discharge 
“that none other can assume for

Jack Dahlstrum, one of Cohen's 
attorneys, said in Los Angeles 
that bail probably will be posted 
there Friday. 


Cohen was indicted Sept. 16, 
1960, and convicted by a jury last 
June 30 on eight of the 13 counts 
in the indictment. One of the 
counts he was convicted of 
charged him with evasion of 
$16,042.16 in taxes for the year 
1957 and another with evasion of 
$14,305 in taxes for the year 1958. 
In addition, he was convicted’ of 
attempting to evade and defeat 
payment of past-due taxes 
amounting to $135,847.94, exclud- 
ing penalties and interest. This 
count covered the years 1945-50.

Tax Petition Asks 
Primary-Fee Credit 


A Georgia judge is attempting to deduct his $750 qualifying fee 
for the Democratic primary from federal income tax returns as busi- 


ness expenses. 


Judge Horace F. Nichols of the 
Georgia Court of Appeals insti- 
tuted the action in the U.S. Dis- 
trict Court here in 1960, and the 
case came to trial Wednesday. 


Judge Nichols contends that he 
should be refunded $224 in income 
taxes withheld by the federal gov- 
ernment in 1958, the year he paid 
$750 to the Democratic Party to 
run in its primary. 


Hig request for the refund, now 
being considered by Federal 
Judge Lewis R: Morgan, is sup- 
ported by such witnesses as Judge 
Carlton Mobley of the Georgia Su- 
preme Court and Judges Joseph 
D. Quillian and John Sammons 
Bell of the Georgia Court of Ap- 
peals. 


The attorney for the judge, 
Houston White, told the court in 
the pre-trial hearing that the “fun- 
treasurer, George D. Stewart. 
ny thing’’ about the case was that 
while the Georgia Supreme Court 
has maintained the primaries were 
not part of the election, the U.S. 
Supreme Court has said it is.

25c Sales, $20 Bills 
Fight Trade Stamps 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (?}—A new kind of commercial 
war is being fought in Columbus—with 25-cent pur- 
chases and $20 bills waiting for change. 


It's between gasoline dealers 
who don’t want to issue trading 
stamps and those who do because 
they feel the stamps help their 
businesses. 


They're calling the strange as- 
saults on the stamp-giving opera- 
tors “‘drive-ins.”” The newest wrin- 
kle in the antistamp drive swept 
across Columbus Thursday. 


The antistamp forces swarmed 
into at least four Columbus 
stations. They ordered small 
amounts of gasoline, demanded 
complete sérvice — battery, oil 
and tire checks as well as clean 
windows all around. Then they 
proffered $20 bills in payment. 


Two gasoline station operators 
wilted under the assault. 


Charlies Goetzman, operator of 
one of the stations which gave up 
under the assault of peanut-sized 
business, commented philosophi- 
cally: “I’ve been wanting to get 
out of the stamp business, any- 
way.” 

But it appeared possible this 
might be only the beginning of the 
war. 

At least one dealer who has 


stopped giving stamps under pres- 
sure is reported ready to start a 


gasoline price war. The dealer 
told the Columbus Dispatch his 
business fell off when he stopped 
giving stamps and nearby stations 
continued to give them. To com- 
pete, he was quoted as saying, he 
may cut the price of his gasoline.

“Tl would sooner go right out 
of public life than have any hand 
in breaking up our Common- 
wealth,” Sandys declared.

Under current Georgia opera- 
tions, the governor must present 
his proposed budget within two 
weeks after he is inaugurated and 
before he has time to make his 
own study.

Pannell also pointed to Florida’s 
system of pre-legislative confer- 
ences to acquaint the lawmakers 
with existing financial conditions. 

The committee has scheduled 
meetings with North Carolina 
budget officials beginning next 
Wednesday. After that, Pannell 
said, the group will begin draft- 
ing a report which will be finished 
by Dec. 1. 

In Thursday's hearing, Florida + 
budget director Harry Smith told 
the lawmakers that the governor 
and six elected officials make up 
the Florida Budget Commission. 


MAJOR DECISIONS 

This “cabinet’’ group makes 
many major decisions on the allo- 
cation of funds appropriated by 
the Florida Legislature. 


Smith said the Florida commis- 
sion has been operating since 
1945 and claimed that it insured 
strict control of the state’s fi- 
nances, 


In addition to Florida and North 
Carolina, the committee already 
has concluded studies of the Ken- 
tucky, Ohio and Tennessee budget 
systems.

His Beatitude, Benediktos I, patriarch of Jerusalem 
of the Greek Orthodox Church, stopped briefly in At- 
lanta Thursday on a two-month tour of the United 


States. 


The 60-year-old prelate is the 


highest ranking official of the 
Greek Orthodox Church ever to 
visit this country, 


Benediktos I was between 
planes Thursday at the Atlanta 
airport, traveling from New Or- 
leans to Pittsburgh. He was met 
by The Rev. Father Harry Hatzo- 
poulos, pastor of the Church of 
the Annunciation here, and Frank 
Lappas, past president of the 
Greek congregation of Atlanta, 


' and a recent house guest of the 


patriarch’s in Jerusalem, 


The church leader said the pur- 
pose of his visit to the United 
States was “to extend blessings 
to the North American people; 
to all Christians, and especially 
the Greek Orthodox and to in- 
vite their interest in the restora- 
tion of the holy shrines and Holy 
Church of the Resurrection.”’ 


Archimandrite Vasilios Blatsos, 
chief secretary of the Patriarch- 
ate of Jerusalem, one of seven 
persons traveling with the patri- 
arch, said the upkeep of the 
shrines and church had become 
so great that they must seek 
financial aid fromm other coun- 
tries. 


They are asking that the church 
people of the United States give 
more than $3 million over a 
period of four or five years to 
ward this cause, There are ap- 
proximately one and a half mil- 
lion Greek Orthodox members in 
this country. 


The prelate said he was very 
pleased with and admired the 
progress of the Greek Orthodox 
Church in the United States. 
“The Greek congregations are 
flourishing,” he said, 


Benediktos I “home church,” 
he explained, is the Most Holy 
Church of the Resurrection, the 
mother of all Christian churches. 
It stands on the site of Christ's 
tomb. 


The ancient church is in the 
process of being restored and 
structurally strengthened. 


Benediktos I said he felt the 
greatest threat to Christianity to- 
day is the lack of people re- 
maining in close communion with 
the ehurch. He refused comment 
on political issues. 

He is one of four patriarchs of 
the Greek Orthodox Church and 
was elected to this high office im 
1957. He is the 133rd successor of 
St. James the Apostle ‘lakovos.)

The bearded prelate, wearing a 
black robe, kalymmafhim and 
epanokalymmafhion head dress, 
chest icons of the Mother of God, 
Jesus Christ, and the Holy Cruss, 
led a stately procession of his 
party from the modern jet airliner 
into the terminal.

“By about 10 o’clock that morn- 
ing, 20 more elephants joined 
them, and later 30 or 35 more 
joined the others. So ti was a 
pretty big herd. 


“T guess it was about 1 o’clock 
in the afternoon when we jumped 
three nyalas, and these animals 
ran into the herd. The elephants 
thought they were us hunters. The 
one acting as sort of outside guard 
gave a trumpet blast, and whirled 
toward us. 


“He was only about 30 yards 
away ,and it wasn’t a matter of 
his size. It was a question of 
stopping him. I knocked him down 
with two shots, and then a third 
shot finished him. Then we ran to 
an ant hill while the natives scam- 
pered up a tree. 


SHOTS STAMPEDE HERD 


“We fired over the heads of the 
oncoming elephants and they 
turned and stampeded away in 
the opposite direction.” 


Eubanks said he used a .375 
Weatherly-Mangum to bring down 
the -elephant, which weighed 
about three tons and had tusks 
weighing about 40 pounds each.

except a leopard.”

It was the second time this 
year that Still asked for advice 
after he was issued court orders 
to pay out money not included in 
the final budget.

It is designed to be 
moved to other courtrooms when 
Judge Pye moves into another 
division.” 

“Had Judge Pye requested the 
county commissioners to authorize 
the purchase of the equipment, 
I a moeonvinced the commis- 


sioners would have done so,” the 
statement continued. 


“The question thus becomes 
one of methods rather than end 
results,’’ he concluded.
